FiTfl out of Biitisli Culuinbiii's six lo- 
presoutalives in tho House of Commons, 
nnd two oat of her three Senators- having 
just takoa thoii depurtare for the sent of 
gorarnment aad of future labor, perhnpu 
conflict, this inay, not be consideroJ un 
unBtting oooaaion to review the politicnl 
attitude of the Pnoifio Pi oviiico, moie es- 
l)oei!illy as respoota its rphitions witli the 
i!8\v Ailmiiiistnitioa. When intelligence 
of the fill! of tlio iMacdoniilil ALlniinistra- 
tiou anil tho atlvtuit to povv(!r of tho pmly 
leil by 3Ir. Muckoiizio roachod tho slioru.s 
of tho Pauifij the first inipulao was ouo of 
sincere regret. It would, indeed, have 
been attange and unnatural had it not 
been so. It was from the Macdonald 
Administration British Columbia obtain 
od good terms of Union. It was Sir 
John.wbo gave her the right baud of fel- 
lowship, on entering the Confederacy'; 
and it was from his lips tluit she received 
at least proini^ex of good troutment. More 
than this, — it wiis tho party led by Mr. 
Miickeuzia who opposed all these, — and, 
in opposing, said many not very kind or 
complimentary thingH abont us. Under 
these circumstaiicoa, it wus impossible, it 
would hare been unnatural, for British 
Columbia to contemplate with feelings of 
oomplacenoy theohaage of Administration 
But it was not to ba e peoted that her 
grief for'the fallen party would be either 
AS de<p or eudnring as that of her older 
sisters. British Columbia, far separated 
from eld Canada, knew but little and 
sympiitliizad leas •r.ith political parties. 
Having bat recently entered tho Union, 
she was le34 concoraed about wliich par- 
ty ahoald ralo, than whether good faith 
would be kept with horsulf; anil it was 
not in the nature and iituess of things that 
she should, in mourning over a fallen 
Haodonald.forget a risen Mackenzie. Her 
first duty was to herself; and when she 
rd.vl the naw Premier's manly utterances 
atSarnia,it was iiwithei' stfaiiyenor wrong 
that she should have turned kiudl,v to- 
wards him and said thut if the new Ad- 
miaistrutioa would keep faith with her 
aiid do justly by lier, slia wonld accord 
to it a uo less hearty support tlian liuil 
buan given to its preiieoeasur. Hiieh was 
tho po.^iuou talCBU by this jju.nai, and.vo 
belie\'e we are jaatilieel in saying, by tne 
great boily of Uie people of the i^ucitic 
JProvinco at tUo point in tho history of 
events we have rcaulicd in this hasty 
sketch. Unhappily some of the siibseqiu-ni

upuu the condition of n fatttifnl endeavaur 
to fulfil the treaty obligations iindertakeu 
by a former one; anil ii is pi-rlectly cer- 
tain tliat uo caiiLlii_iato promising iincon- 
ditioual aujjport could luu'e been return- 
ed for a British Colnmbia coiistitnency. 
tiach wiiH the political programme m irked 
out for the oloctions by ihis journal from 
tho brat, and the fact that every election

Elocittont Speechds— Groat Enthu- 
siasm.

Hon. Mr. Biinstdr, M. P., thouglit ho 
would not bo iluiiig lii.-> <luty if ho did not 
respond to sucli ii call :is had been nuido 
upon him to-night; ho had only tried to 
do his duty to L;riti:iii Cdumbia; ho 
thought that iu tho koy to the Pacific 
Coast we had a more valuable resource 
than any of tho other Provincos of tho 
Dominiou; wo had tlio host of C^mada in 
thia matter aiul why not koop i J? Tho 
railroad would cause tho expfiiduuro of 
mUlioUBmorournu^y thantho l)i c'c nndtho 
-Ultt^r was worth uo'thiu.ij ht'ddo tlio Kail- 
way. He asked thuir pardon for not piv- 
iag a'lo'ug' Bpeooh as ho was to start for 
Ottawa the noxl day, and ho hoped to 
corao back to claim and recoive their ap- 
proval for all ho had done. Any proi>er 
con»penHalion for tlio uonfulfllmont of 
tho Railway contract would fjivo us sufH- 
ciont to build tho dock, and ho \yould no- 
Yor consent ti) any rolasatiou without it 
•was first riubniillQd to tho pcoplo (ap- 
plauso. ) 

Hon. T. B. Huiupbreys congratulated 
tho company on the suooesa of the ban- 
quet, and thoutjht that it was not so miioh 
a political domou'^tr.Uion as au e.vpressiou 
of tho public finding of tho Province, a 
recognition of those who Inul struflrglod 
Sgaiast political ohicanory and an attempt 
to barter the deareit rights of tho Pro- 
vince for privatj gain, and ho thought 
that all who oppoied suoh proceedings 
werodoserviug of the thanks of all impartial 
mon. At the first start of tho atlair he 
had asked if tho wonderful schcino of the 
local Govcrnnieut did not involve tlie al- 
teration of the Terms of Union. Ho was 
told it did not; but when subsoquontly 
the local Government brought down a 
bill ou purpose to alter those terms, he 
thought it his duty to oppose it to the 
last. Ho believed that a community did 
very wrong in shirking tlieir political 
duties. It simply amounts to tiu-i,^.aatthey 
ought uot to permit any one to get up and 
iBay tlmthe and ho only was the man wiio 
was tit to lead. They ought to soloot the 
' men'who' were to. do .their business witli 
oare and tho 'community hud not done 
ihis hitherto. Tliey had been too easy. 
Si>faraa Mr. Mackenzie was concerned 
he bijlioved that ho meant to havo rela.'ta- 
tion any way. Now wo could not agree 
reasonably to anything of tho kind unless 
•no knew exactly what ho wanted. Ho 
thought the.Jjroper course for Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was to have approaolied the Pro- 
vince throu^'h tlu' O )-.',/r.uu.;at,a!i 1 state 
plainly whit no desired. Inste ul of this, 
he made his approaches tluoDgh Mr. De- 
Cpsmpsand no proper and full sialomentof 
t»ny-o£-the proposals hud Ijcou uiadu to 
the Houae or the people. Mr. DjCjs- 
.-.mos-sttid hie ha I hal two coavcrsatious 
"witli Mr. Mackenzie about the 
commencement of tho liailroad 
and tho ntili:2at;iiii of tho water ooin- 
municatiou oast 1)1 t.ie lijcky MDuntains; 
; bat when ho(iIr. llauiplneys) a-kod Jfr. 
DeOosmos when the l.L iilw.iv was to bj 
oommenosd in British (Jolumbia, tho 
"Genialand Gifted" said he was not in a 
position to ani*er thit questiou! Ho 
believed that British Coliunoia under tho 
Tonus held Canada in her grasp. Mr. 
Mackenzie apparently thought tho same, 
and he therefore usk.ul llie •■denial nud 
Gifted," bylioving him tu ho tlio m>)st in 
Huential and powerful person iu Jli itish 
Oolambia, to get some relaxation of tho 
bond. DeCosmos fell readily t-uough in- 
to the trap. His vanity was tickled, and 
ho promised lodoatl tiiat was required. 
Ho (Mr. Humphreys) was thankful to 
Bay that he was not able to blind all the 
inhabitants of the Province as easily as 
he wi.shed,aud thosohoino had practically 
failed. Now he believed that Canada, if 
held steadily to her bargain, would uot 
and could uot hack out. She could not 
allege that she was too poor, as she had 
atiier back the v/..althiest nation in the 
world. We ought to take the Terms 
whole and entire, and insist upon the 
fulfilment of thciu. Jlr. Mackenzie 
bould then go to tho Imjjorial Govern- 
. inent and say that they had made valua- 
ble concessions to them at Washington 
and that the liritish nation knew the 
oonditioimof Coufederation and were a 
party to them, and lie v.onld call upon 
* them for their assistance in carryins' them 
out. He was anxious that Cmadiaiis 
sbould not think that wo wore hard upon 
Canada; he only wished to push Canada 
in order tliat Canada miglit also push 
.Creat Britain, and Orea*. Britain would 
willingly givo the necessary help rather 
than risk tho success of (Jonfederation 
by the loss of the most valnalihi of tho 
Canadian Provinces. If, iustoal of the 
miserable policy of tho G ivenuneut. a 
bold and manly course had been adopt- 
ed, ho was sure that !i510,OJ3,OUJ could 
liave boou obtained to commence the 
7l:iilway at once. Ho did not believe the 
Dock would pay without the Rulroad; 
un I it was a settled principle that it waa 
not wise to undertake work that could 
not bo solf-BUstaining. In conclusion ho 
waa sure that those who opposed the sub- 
mission of the proposed alteration of tho 
Terms to the people would, ou tlio first 
ohanoo bo cousigiieil to that political 
limbo from wlience thi.>re was no return. 

Mr. Jdara desired to thaid: the Com- 
mittee for the com))liinent paid him in 
associating his uumo with the lion, goii- 
tlomon on hia right. He felt, though, 
that he could not lay claim to having 
porBistontly opposed the alteration of 
tho Terms Bill. When that Bill was first 
brought down, lie wi's iu douljt Avhat 
ooufso to pursue. Ho was not a warm 
supporter of tho Ministry. Neither was 
heamnmberof any organizo.l Opposi- 
tion. Ho wanted to vote houestly and 
conscientiously ;and in looking at the 
riovorumunt policy, his mind naturally 
ravorteil to the iMidlaml Country. There 
husioosa was stagnant, every industry do- 
prossod — almost paraiy-ed. Parmers 
■• with two years, crop;) on hand without a 
market. . Stock .'-augos over-run with 
dittlo that cannot bo sold at any price, 
and with anything but a bright prospect 
for tho future, minors were fast leaving 
Cariboo for the ]No;'thern miues, making 



nnothor market for Oregon and tho 
Sound. In glancing over the Estimates 
he saw signs of a vigorous policy in tho 
department of Public Work.s, one that 
would afTord temporary relief nnd^give 
an outlet for stock; and he at flrafthought 
it would bo his duty to support it. But 
iiftjr a careful jienisal of the 8))ooohe3 
and addresses of Ministers of the Do- 
miuioii, after reading the patriotic letters 
of the Chairman and listening day after 
day to the truthful and eloquent speeches 
of those goutlomon who with himself 
were guests this evening, he felt that he 
had a greater and higher duty to per- 
form, and that duty was to British Col- 
umbia, and ho felt that if ho had any 
doubts at first, they wore removed. 'The 
Districts that wore supposed to bo most 
benefitted by the proposed change were 
tho first to enter a strong protest against 
any change being made, as they believed 
that it might endanger the Bail way Bond, 
lie was .^atialied also that when tho atrug- 
glo reached tho far oil' District' of Koo- 
teuay, that miners dwelling at the foot 
hills of tlie Kockv Mountains would en- 
dorse tho course that ho i)ursued. They 
would say that he as their represeutativo 
was sent to legislate with a constitution 
framed; a fixed basis of revenue and a 
C.<st Iron Railway Bond, whicli, were 
fttificd by tho people, aud that before 
any radical chaugo is made alTectiiig that 
basis of rovonne or afTecting that railway 
bond, tho people should bo consult 
cd. Tho minors of Kootjuay, although 
uot having many interest in common v/ith 
Victoria, wore truly loyal, there aro Cana- 
dians there who know that without tho 
Railway Confederation is only a bond 
upon paper, lint at tho same time they 
know that they owe an allegiance to 
Canada, au nllogianco that tends to bind 
closer the ties that e.xist between us and 
tho Mother Country. Ho liad faith in 
the honesty and of tho people of Canada. 
The people who made tho sacrifices that 
Canada did to ratify tko Washington 
Treaty, and forego lior claims for ooiu- 
pon.sation for Fenian raids to preserve 
th« integrity of tho Empire, will never 
consent to an injustice being done to one 
of her Buialler I'rovinces. Tho peoplo 
who ou a late occasion showed to tho 
world that their standard of public mor- 
ality Shduld adt be lower thaa ~fliat of 
England, will never dompol British Col- 
umbia to bo placed iu tho position of a 
supplicant at tho foot of the Throne ask 
ing for protection and justice. Ho had 
faith in tho great body of tho peofde, no 
matter what Ministry is in power; but at 
the same time we must be true to our- 
selves and not let Mr. Mackenzie think 



lie would give them, aa a toast, the 
Senators and Mnnibors of the Commons 
and liopctl tiled when they returned they 
would bo able to say with Othoilo that 
"They had done the State soma service" 
(great applause). .■• i / - ' ' 

In resi)on8G Ponator Macddnald said 
that Mr. Jilorton had given Very good ad- 
vice, but ho wmdd not -.lo more tliaii al- 
lude to it, as lie camo thoro to do justice 
to tho uu'iubors of the Local LegislaUirc 
who had stood u]) for iMir rights. If tiioy 
wauted any proof that their efibrts had 
been approeiutcd, they have it to-night. 
Tlio Members of tho Commons going to 
Canada, wont thoro with the ground cut 
from under their feet by tho want of co- 
herence betweoutluun and tho Local Go?- 
ernniont. Tho msiiting however, showed 
that the public were waking up aud would 
at the first opportunity, no doubt, ahow 
that they would lo longer permit the 
management of tha affairs of tho 
country by irresponsible men, whoso acts 
were evil and malicious. He thought tlm 
chief reliance of the country was now 
on tho yetiito of Canada, wliich contains 
tho same men as had siipportoil Sir John 
MacilonaM.aiul who hethought wouhl sue 
justice done. Por hia part ho could nay 
that ho went iu tho interest of the I'ro 
vinco, and not iu his own (apiilause) 
Mr. Dowdney, in answer to vociferous 
calls made on him, said that he had only 
just returned from a trip through his 
District ou tho Mainland and could say 
that their views wero thoroughly in ac- 
cord with those of tho gentlemen present. 
Ho alluded to the meetings w hich had 
been hold on tho Mainland and which 
were all in condemnation of the attempt 
made by tho local Government to force 
their schenio through tho local Hourfe. 
(.■V voice — Hew aluiut ."Mr. DeCosmo^<?) 
Well, Mr. De(.'os;no-t was assured by his 
ccjustituinits that they w.-re dissat isliod 
and distrusted Sir Jcdin A. Macdonald's 
Governiiicnt. And what did ho do? He 
went and asked for some little favor such 
as the 5250,000, and then lool&d foVsomo 
billets for hia supporters. Ha pretended 
up to the last to be one of his strongest 
friends, and an hour after his fall ho was 
a strong Mackenzie man. Now about tho 
Dock scheme: He had certainly looked 
on it at first with favor as he had no idea 
that any government would break faith 
with tho I'roviiioe; but buhseciuently on 
reading Mackenzie's speech at Saruia ho 
said he doubted not that British Colum- 
bia would open Mr. Mackenzie's eyes. 
Now, as to the wonderful telegram in 
which DeCosiuoH !iad. said tiiat ho wotild 
return with .-ix British Colnnibian votes, 
and which Mr. DeCosinos had denied; ho 



that for I. smsll temporary advantage we hail received a letter fi"m a gentleinan in 
Wire willing to barter away our rights. 
He believod therefore that the CiiKjuet 
of this eviMiiug.thu recent demonstrations 
wliieli tho I'hainnan had characterised as 
"patriotic npro.irs" would have a good 
elVect, and would lot Mr. Mackenzie know 
that we realise fully our true jio^ition and 
and are our rights, and aro detBrmiuod to 
assert tlieiu. He again thanked tho 
genflemon for tho magnificent enter- 
tniniuoiit.and tho great compliment that 
had boenjjjaid him ((dioera). 

Mr. i^Iorton, iu projjosing the Senators 
and Members for the Province, said tho 
meeting was fortunate iu haying present 
to-night a Senator from both the Main- 
land and the Island. Ho said it was for- 
tunate, beoaaso ho did not wish to be 
identifiod with any moromeut of a sec- 
tional character. Ho was a British Co- 
lumbian aud did not wish to reiireseut nny 
part to the prejudice of tho whole. The 
gentlemen who would represout tho 
Proviuoa at Ottawa would be told, per- 
haps, that thisColony..was,ia„a Btatd of 
tumnlfe. Thoy would bs able to say, no; 
tho demonstration, call it by what name 
you like, was simply tlie expression of 
the opinion of the wealth. intelligence and 
labor of the Province. Thoy wcjuld be 
able to say that thoy mot on the last even- 
ing of their stay auiongst us a largo 
uumber of the people uot to engage in 
a rovoltttion; but simply ■ to rejoice upon 
the maintenance of their rights. Fr-im 
whence did the Government derive their 
newer? Prom tlio pnople! Tho people 
h id bocu consulted on the making unci 
adoption of tho Terms, and it was only a 
logical proposition that thoy sliould be 
consulted also on the alteration of them. 
Now tho Government propose to change 
these Terms, and wLafc do wo find ? No 
proposition had been made to us upon 
tho subject. The idea was irresisiil)le 
hat it was becauso the plans wero not 
what thoy ought to havo been. As far 
as Mr. Mackenzio was con'orneil ho 
thought he had been misled; misled by a 
skilled politician who faociad that he had 
British Colambia in his pocket, and told 
him lie would do just as ho promised for 
her. fjnfortnnately for llie skilled pull' 
tician British Columbia had brains of 
her own and refused to be guided by iiim. 
The representatives of British Columbia 
would go to Ottawa and would say that 
they knew nothing of the^olitios of East- 
ern Provincos; that thoy wero British Co- 
lumbians ami (!oiild consent to noth- 
ing but the fulliliiient of tlio Torm:i. IJi.t f 
tlio MackeuiiieCabiaot say that tlieso con- 
ditions cannot bo performed the uuswer 
will bo, very well, submit your proposals 
plainly, stats your case fruukly aud open- 
ly like mon, and we can promise on tlie 
part of the l?rovince that Britisli Colum. 
hia will not bo unreasonable. We all 
know the course wliicli had been pur- 
sued and what was the resulting position 
of tho "skilled politician." He was afraid 
for certain reasons to start for Ottawa aud 
afraid to stay away becauso otiior repre- 
sentativoB might get aboud of him. His 
position was certainly not enviable. Bri- 
tish Columbians, lie could say, sijeaking 
from the eiperiouco of 12 longyear-i,wei'o 
a loya! and law-abi ling po jjile; but if they 
wore to ho made Canadians at heart there 
must be reciprocity of feeling; and tliis 
could uot be except by tho railroad. The 
present demonstration oould only bo 
looked on as a vote of oennure upon the 
local Government. Thoy had no doubt 
a mnjority iu the Iloiiso; and 
yot tho country, from one end to tho 
other, had spukon out in sup[)ort of the 
(Jliposition. Now, Olio word about a 
tologram that was sent to Cariboo. Tho 
author was a simple miner from Cariboo, 
who was now present, aud who had sent; tho 
dispat(di knowing its contoiils to bo 
true.

This I knew to be false, 
and demanded a public retraction — iie 
has not been the man lo nial;e it. And 
now as rcganl.s tho .-^To.OOO or .-^80.0011 
win-th of sloel: v.Uicli I r.l.ited Mr. DeCo 
mos proposed to deuiaiid from Sir Jolm 
A. Macdonald and which hi! alluded to in 
hia speech at the AUiambra somo few 
nights ago and concerning which he wrote 
Mr. Nelson, M.P., asking whether at the 
meeting at the linsstdHtlouse the stock 
to hi: applied for meant a bonus of so much 
stock. 1 in.iy tell yon that when Mr. Do- 
Cosmos put it iu that light to .Mr. Nelson, 
no one knew better than hiiu-^idf tliat such 
an interpretation could not bopntupoii it 
as no one bad the power to give any stock 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Itcouiil 
bo held but in one way aud that the way 
allowed by the charter. The .'^To.lJOO or 
i-'.S;),Ut)(J worth of stock which heproiiosed 
to dtnnand fioin Sir John A. Jlaedou- 
ald was stock other than that whicli was 
already opportisncd to amlsubseribed for 
by British Columbia, and as Mr. DeCos- 
mos was on his way to Ottuwa at the time 
the stock was placed iu the British Col- 
umbia market he had been unable to ob- 
tain any. Tl:o argument nsod to nie was 
that uiih ss we eeuld get hold of somo of 
the stoek ourselves, w o .should have no

Tiie actual light- 
ing was til lie (lone lior(>, and le' held that 
more .'sliouhl not be e.v;pected of them than 
they could perform ; l)ut if he were re- 
ceived ou las return by such au ovation 
as the Hi.x members had received to night 
he would esteem it as of more value than 
a poitfolio. 

Alr.Lli Harrison, sen. hero proposed the 
Press 111 a neat .speech and coupled with 
It tho name of Mr. liiggins, tho senior re- 
presentalivo of the jniiss in this Pro- 
vince. Mr. liiggins, Lriefiy responded. 

Mr. Pluuiiuer proposed "the Chair- 
man," which was drank with cheers. 

Dr. Helmckeu, in returning thanks, 
said that ho thought the present meeting 
would tlu a greatdeal of good, and it gave 
him a grt'at deal of iileai^ure to meet such 
a lar:;o asseiiililage as this to-night. He 
allndrd, amidst yre^t laughter, to the as- 
sertion that the meinbors from the IMaiii- 
laiid would take away tho seat of gov(;ru- 
inent from the Island; aud said that he 
believed if was necessary for the Legisla- 
ture to he htdd iu a place whore the rep- 
resentatives of tho people oould be 
watched. Ho alluded to somo scandalous 
articles which had appeared against him 
in the Standard, and said that he wa8C(jii- 
vinoed that his friends would not believe 
one word they saw in it; and as for his 
oneniie.s, they could believe whatever they 
plta.sed. He would bo always ready to 
give e-xplaiuitions to any one who iniglit 
ask him in a gontloiuauly way; but ho 
would not answer every scandalous 
articles in tUe Standard or any other pa- 
per.

thoy arose from misrepresentation, and 
that or.dy. Th«i Canadian nation under- 
stood the peoplo of British Columbia. 
He thanked tho uiootiug for its attention, 
and proposed tho uowly-olectod members 
for Victoria District — Messrs. Tolmie 
and Robertson, to which, owing to the 
lateness of tho hour, both gentlemen 
briefly respoudod. - 

Dr. Totinio closed his few remarks by 
jiroiiosing a toast, which was enthusiasti- 
cally clieeroil, naiuoly, "Tlio closer union 
of Great Britain with her Colonies, and 
may Canada, after doing justice to.Bri- 
tish Columbia, be the first to tighten tho 
bonds between liei-solf and the Mother- 
land — onld Ireland, bonnieSbdtlond, and 
nierrio I'^ugland."

to his son in this city that the road is 
now good to the mines, weather clear but 
cold, and that nearly all tho miners liad 
left Buck's Baraiid gone into the diggings. 

A corresponilent writes from Buck's 
Bar under date Nov. 25th: He had been to 
tho mitfes and found on Dease creek 
from six bits to a dollar to the pan. The 
pay-dirt is 4 feet deep; weather become 
too cold to work. He thinks the pros- 
])ects for the coming season are splendid. 
The cold was 30 below zero. The mer- 
cury froze and they had to cover their 
faces with furs. 

From a letter received by a gentleman 
of this city from Petor Cargotitch, dated 
Buck's Bar, Jan. 11th. wo learn the fol- 
lowing I'a'tieuhirs: Willi a mail of Dea- 
se creek tho v.'riter encloses a portion of 
tho skin of his lingers, frozen Xov. -Itli 
last, as a proof of tho inten.dty of the 
cold. At that data li miners with the 
writer had gone as far as the Discovery 
claim, but were driven back lialf peri»h- 
ed from the cold. Cargotitch alone 
reached V. Uaronviehe's eiaim, w here he 
secured himself a claim which )iroiiiises 
lo be veiy rich and ea>y lo work. The 
miners had been taking in their provi- 
sions over the ice when at that .late they 
were driven to their cabins, the thermoni 
eter marking 35 deg. belbw zero. 

In a P. S, the same writer states that 
tho mercury had remained eiingpaled 
during 8 days iind that al the ilate, '2-lth 
,Tan., 40 miners and ISO Indians had ven- 
tured out up the canyon clad with skins, 
their faces protected with mti.sks of mar- 
ten skins. The Indians had, with all 
these precautions, their faces frozen.
